Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election with traverse of invention of Group III, claims 19-33 in the 
reply filed on 12 July 2007 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that claims 
to the methods of Groups III and IV and claims to the products of Groups I and II are 
closely related and should be considered together in the present application.
